THE CAPE PLAYHOUSE 
NOTES ON THE PLAYERS 


MARGARET ANGLIN, made her first 
sensational success as a young girl as 
Roxane in Richard Mansfield’s produc- 
tion of the Rostand classic, “Cyrano de 
Bergerac.” She literally became famous 
over night, for when she left the theatre 
after the first performance she did not 
realize that she had achieved the hit of 
the year. Next morning, however, she 
saw herself figuring in front page head- 
lines, for James Gordon Bennett’s morn- 
ing Herald announced: “Young Girl 
Awakes To Find Herself Famous.” At 
twenty-three she became leading woman 
for the Empire Theatre, New York, and 
retained this position until the close of 
the organization. A few years later she 


discovered William Vaughan Meed’s 
“The Great Divide,” then called “The 
Sabine Woman,” and produced it in 


Chicago, and later in New York in part- 
nership with Henry Miller. After two 
seasons in this play she made a tour of 
the world, returning to the United States 
to do Margaret Deland’s “The Awaken- 
ing of Helena Ritchie.” Through the sug- 
gestion of her friend, Helen Kauser she 
turned her attention to the Greek class- 
ics, and made her first production, with 
the assistance of Miss Kauser and of 
George Riddle of Harvard, of the ‘“An- 
tigene” of Sephocles. At the invitation of 
the University of California she pro- 
duced “Electra” in the open air theatre 
at Berkeley, and this proving successful 
she was invited to give the Classical 
Festival at the Panama Exposition. La- 
ter she took charge of the St. Louis 
celebration of the Shakespearan tercen- 
tenial at St. Louis, and took part in the 
magnificent production of “As You Like 
It,” in Forest Park. In recent years she 
has appeared on Broadway in a wide 
range of productions, going from classi- 
cal drama to light comedy. She will be 


seen in New York in October in the role 
of Lady Crabbe in her 
“Fresh Fields,” under the management 
of Raymond Moore. 

LEONORA CHIPPENDALE was born 
in Montreal of a noted theatrical family 
which dates back to the days of David 
Garrick and the Old Drury Lane, Among 
her cousins she numbers Ouida and 
John Galsworthy, the novelists, and the 
Bishop of Winchester. Educated at the 
Villa Maria, Miss Chippendale went up- 
on the stage as soon as she was out of 
school, and has appeared with the lead- 
ing actors and actresses of the past two 
decades, including Charles Hoyt, E. H. 
Southern, Ethel Barrymore, 
Larrimore and Margaret Anglin.
